The shippers have to submit to large deductions 
on this account, and the importers and con- | 
sumers ire put to serious inconvenience, and | 
frequently to actual loss. The eflect on the 
trade is disastrous by lowering the character of | 
a staple which for many years afforded no i 
of comp! Yet althouzh this depreciation 
in the value of cotton goods has now continued | 
for a considerable time little seems to be known 
upon this side as to the cau No doubt im- 
prudent stowage und unforeseen accident may 
account for some instances, but in the majority | 
of cases badly prepared sizing, and the intro- 
duction of various materials to increase the 
substance or the weight of the fabric lie at 
the Lottom of the mischief. The manufacturers 
are therefore generally to be blamed, but before 
aclear case can be made out against them we 
must’ accurately ascertain the canse and endea- 
vour to suggest.some means of removir 
reduoing the evil. A manufreturer who desi 
to send out his goods in such iti 

secure them from injury, 
will take all the necessary precautions.

chemist, guard against the presence of salt in 








the tallow used, and of soda in the soap. ‘These 
substances ave highly hygroscopic, as every one | 
knows, and as is proved every day in domestic 
economy. When they ave present the steam 
generated in the holds of ships is rapidly at- 
tracted to the goods, and the result is mildew 
and incipient decay. ‘The evil may be mitigated 
by increasing the ventilation on board ships, 
bat, no matter what precautions are taken in 
the matter of windsails and such like contri- 
vances, goods impregnated with soda salts will 
attract the moisture which cannot be got rid of 
by any mechanical device. Assuming the inte- | 
rest of China merchants in the prevention of 
injury to piece goots, numberless. other in- 
stances in which chemical aid would be valuable 
to them, at once suygest themselves. If the 
mercantile community desired to protect them- 
selves against fraud in cotton and silk brought 
down from the interior these articles would be 
hought subject to analysis, There is plenty of 
work here for an analytical chemist. Were 
there such a functionary in Shanghii all disputes 
aboitt water in silk and cotton would be settled 
by his report. People would look out more for 
adulterations and would throw up contraets on 
aecount of them if there were any means of 
Jroving their existence. In Liverpool and all 
other reat commercial marts such professed 
chemists are to be found, and are appealed to in 
hundreds of cases where here such a means of 
Protection is never thought of, simply because’;

Formosa has been carefully surveyed by Enro- 
pean geologists and mincralogists, not, surely, 
from motives of mere idle curiosity. A well 
known American geologist is even now engaged 
in an examination of the mineral resources of 
the country round the Poyang lake. The 
United States have sent as their Minister to 
China a gentleman whose diplomatic abilities 
have never been tested, but who is universally 
recognised as a high authority upon mining and 
cognate subjects. ‘These facts 
'y different from the prov 
aud seem to indicate the arrival 
time Keaking’s celebrated denun- 
ciation of mining operations is to become a dead 
letter. When everybody will be asking what 
is this, and what is that, there should be some 
means of obtaining a trustworthy answer.

“On the morning of the 23rd (Jan.), before daylight, 
when the greatest quiet prevails on boards ship, we 
were startled from our sleep by an alarm of fire. A. 
rash was madeon deck, and then ensued a scene of 
terror and confusion impossible to descrite. Tmagine 
about two hundred people, Europeans, Chinese, Ben- 
galees, Malay ete., among the rest, ‘among the 
rest, about thirty Chinese women, all panie-stricken 
andl utterly heyond control of the few European officers 
and passengers, whose voices were heard shouting or- 
ders that m the fright were uunoticed or misunder- 
stood, while the vlack smoke ascended in dense col-, 
umns from the forward hole and sutfocated all who 
emleavoured to pour water down the hatehway. Ab 
first, fear seemed to paralyse all the crew, but by dint 
of hlows and force, the officers succeeded in getting 
some of them to work, and a stream of water was di- 
rected on the fire. Meantime the bulk of the terror- 
stricken Chinese passengers made a rush for the boats, 
and then began tu be enacted scenes of savage selfish- 
ness and horror. First, one boat is cut from the davits 
full of people, many of them women ;—all are plunged 
into the sea, and amid screams, we see than clinging 
, or clutching each other in the water. 
pay little heed, but madly rush for 
ats ;—one of these is capsized, as soon as 
it is lowered into the water, full of people, and an- 
other is left dangling by one end, those in it being 
launched into the sea. Only two boats are now left, 
and the Captain and Chief Eugiucer, themselves, 
direct their being lowered iuto the water, orderins 
some of the European pssénzers to defend one of 
them, with cutlasses and other arms, from the Asiatics, 
who endeavour to crowd into them as into the others. 
All this time the fire rages, and blazing tp through 
the deck scems to forbid all hope of safety. Happily 
the daylight breaks clear and bright, and the calm 
xea enables those in the water to sustain themselves 
till assistance reaches them.”

THE “ ALGERINE” AMONG THE PIRATES. 
(Hongkong Daily Press, ) 

The Algerine, gunboat, has again returned from one 
of those cruises for which she has now acquired a cer- 
tain notoriety. On this present occasion, the object of 
the Algerine, when she left Hon; on the th ul- 
0, was to search for the missing French man-of-war 
Le Monye, which left Saigon on the Ist November for 
this point, and it is to regretted that, after careful re- 
search, nothing has been heard of the ill-fated vessel, 
whose loss may now he looked upon as cer ‘Vhe 
Alyerinc, as above stated, left here on the Lth Jany., 

‘arin on board proceeded to 
Macao, aud afterwards to St. John's Island, where en- 
quiries were inade, From this Island the A/gerine 
proceeded under sail to Nychow, a considerable town 
‘on the southern coast of the Island of Hainan, arriving 
there on the 17th January. Here, nothing whatever 
was known of the Le Monge, nor could any news be 
obtained, although the A/gerine cruised up the east 
of the Island, call at numerous places, which 
re found to be quiet. ‘Ihe Algerine then loft the coast 
of Hainan, and called in at Kwan-chow-wan, where 
the commander learnt of a row havin 
tween some * pilongs” and mandrait 
er putting to sea niier the tight, unboat then 
ran for ‘lien-pak, arriving there th January, 
and found the C gunboat Tirnpo in the harbour, 
Here Lieutenant Grey learnt from Captain Longuevi 
that the M. I. steamer Tiyre, in her passaxe from Sar- 
gon, had picked up a boat in the Gulf of Tonquin. 
The boat was capsized, and had the letter * M.” mark- 
ed on her bows ; therefore, it is presumed, that she be- 
longed to the missing Le Monge. At Tienpak, a num. 
Der of Malay seamen were found, who stated they be- 
longed to the Siamese ship Queen of Barmah, and had 
been discharged in Yu-ling-kan Bay, where the ship 
had put in, and been condemned by'theeaptain, ‘The 
discharges of the Malays were examined, and their 
story found to be true. The Queen of Burmahk was 
Dound from Singapore to Macao and put into Yul-ing- 
kan leaky, and was there condemned although there 
was no one in that port to hold any survey on her. 
‘The news that Lient. Grey had heard of the fight at 
Kwan-chow-wan was known to the captain of the 
Yienpo, who sxid that round St. John’s Island there 
‘were a consider: number of ‘ pilongs,” who bad 
their “nest” o1 mqua Island, and that he himself 
intended paying the fellows a visit in a short time to 
urn the «The Alyerine left ‘Lien-pak on the 
30th January, and having called in at Hui-lin-san and 
Namoa, came to Tonqua Island on the 2nd inst. 
Lieut. Urey soon commenced operations. He landed 
with a sinall party of men on the Island, and the tirst 
thing he come upon were four large snakes boats, ly- 
ing up on the beach near a little hut. The mandarin 
who sceumpanied the gunboat ordered the hut to be 
fired, and after this was done, the snakes boats were 
going to be treated in the same manner, when the 
Pirates, who were evidently ou the watch, open a 
straggling fire from some rocks, about three hundred 
yards off. The Alyerine’s party chased the fellows 
up the hill a short distance, gave them a little of 
the Snider rifle, but the rascals took care to keep at a 
respectful distance. The snake boats were destroyed 
after titis little deversion, and the party proceeded to 
the village of Chung-lat, but.on arrival there the 
mandarin would not authorise it being burnt. as he 
did not think it was piratical as reported.

twelve, while five huts were burnt, and when the com- 
mander of the Algerine left the Islaad of ‘Tonqua, he 
had the satisfaction of kuowing that there were ‘bub 
one or two, if so many, suake-buats left ou the Lsland.
